Thb Memorial op the Leoislative Council op Florida 
r^8Im:ctpui.lv represents : 

Thai (yongress at its session of appropriated for 

the building of a -apilal, at the «eat of Goternment of the 
Territory, the sum of twenty thousand doliars, to^jether with 
sevteral quarter sections of lanJ, which (with the exceptions of 
two quarter secfions) h^ve been sold and the proceeds applied, 
to the object afore specified. The officer to whom, under a, 
law of the Territory, the superintendence of the erection f)f the 
building was confided, has with the means at his disposal been 
^lialJed to erect and cover in nearly two-thirds of the bttilding, 
%nd so far complete the same, as to afford temporary accommo- 
4ations for the two Houses of tiie LcijisUtive Council, and the 
Secretary of the Territory ; the other p^mion of the building 
has progressed to the second story, and its further progress is 
BOW arrested for the lack of mean?. 

By reference to the plan hereunto annexed, your honorable 
bodies will be able to perceive the precise situation of the work 
at \he present time, and the ur^jent necessity that exists for 
speedily securln^i: it aj;ainst further exposure to the weather. 

As the object of Con>iress in ninking the first appropriation, 
ymn to provide the Territory of Florida with suitable accom- 
modRtions, for her Lecfislative Council and nec»>ssary officers, 
and 6onscious that the funds herctofc»re appropriated have been 
eeoQiimically And judiciously applied ; the Lecrislative Council 
4o now vesp^trully appeal to your hnnoFable bociics for a.fur- 
tlier»PP''M>r'atinnof thirty thou'^a^d dollars, ^hichlhey believe 
will be amply sufficient to complete the work according to the 
Rri/irini.1 pinn. 

Your memorialist would further su^arest, that by the earl^ 
cumoleJion of this bu Iditi?, a larL'e amount yvUlch is now jo^ 
nu^ly^jiaid tHi^ by the Ge^n* ral G<Tvernment, in the shape of 
rvom rent for the accoiiinnijut ion of the o in of Appeals and 
officers of the Government, would h<? sa^ed, as the plan of the 
builiimg is such, as to aflonj vvhon compleie, ample accommo- 
djifi 'rts for every dep-irtmeni. 

Tlie report of the Coimnissioncr charged with the superin- 
tendance of the work, is herewiih suhiniited from which may 
beiieen, the present condition of the AmI. and the urgent ne- 
cessity for a further apprupriuiion by Congiess.

I *addeB war should break out, an enemy having a naval force, 
jcoold easily acquire possession of East, South and Middle Flo- 
rida, and part of West Florida, and maintain it, fiir excepting 
at Pensacola, there is not a single fortification on the whole 
lea-board of twelve hundred miles. The old Spanish, ports at 
Su Marks, at Matanzas and St. Augustine, are the only sem- 
blance' of defenqes; ihey are in rains and could make no resis- 
tance to a single vessel of war 

The interior commerce of the Western and South Westtm 
Slates, sent through iNew Orleans, Mobile, Apalachteola, St. 
Joseph and St, Marks, wo«U^be at the mercy of such enemy .

,Apalarhico!a ; at the oiitlet of the Suwannee; at Tampa ; at Key

veyance, to the eiecutive office at the seat of govermneiu, for 
the time being to be used as evidence upon the trial of the said

Skc 84. Be a fmiher enacted. That it shall be the doty of 
the Gcivemor or person exercising the functions of Governor, for 
the time being, withni three months after the time appoiuted for 
holding an election for a 'Delegate to Congress, and within one 
month after the tinM appointed for holding uny election for 
members to the Legislative Council, to issue his proclamation 
through all of the public newspapers published at the seat of 
Government, for the time being# declaring the aamt- s of the 
persons who have been duly elected, and in the case of the Del«

His Excellency the Governor transmitted to the House the 
following comnuiiiiration : 
To the Umorahle t te Legislatipe Council of Florida : 

1 return the *' act relative to public elections,*' with the Ibl- 
lowing objections: 

The 8ih secdon declares, *' that no officer, soldier, seaman or 
marine, in the regular army or navy ot the United Slates, or in 
%be revenue cutter service, shall be entitled to vote at any pub« 
lic'eleciion in this Territory.'* This exclusion is too broad and 
includes those, who if they did not belong to the army or navy^ 
would be residents of the Territory, as well as those who nm 
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transiently in the conntry, and shonid be, of coarse, excluded. 
To stretch- the provision to thi* extf nt, appears to me, to be un- 
just and contrary to the genius and spirit of our insiiiutions. 

The soldier and seaman should not be disfranchised, they 
fbould rather be the more sedulously protected in all their rights 
while actively engaged in the protection of their country. 

Instances have occurred in the county of St. John's, and 
doubtless, elsewhere— where persons who had exercised the 
right of suffrage, if they had not belonged to the army or nuvy, 
were deprived of this valuable privilege of A merican citizenship. 
I recommend a modification of this section, according to the 
view thus expressed. 

The 18th section is objected to because it is virtually destruc- 
tive of the ekftion by ballot. 

If these alterations are made in the bill, it will be approved, 
otherwise, not.

I have received the enclosed communication from several 
members ol the* House of Representatives. 

It is my duty to say, after consultintr the laws upon the sub- 
ject of organising the Legislative Council o Florida, which 
should be taken and considered Un pari materia^ that neither 
House has the right to legislate ^^^^ner/^//^ uiihout the presence 
of two thirds of its members — that number aud mahing less 
constituting a quo vm* Precedent also sanctions this opinion. 

Two f birds of each House and of both Houses, are also ne- 
cessary to pass a law after it has received the veto of the Gov- 
ernor, and a quorum made np of two thirds of both Houses, 
there not being a quorum, of two third< in each House, is, ac- 
cording to mv understanding, contrary to law, precedent, and 
all parliamentary usage.
